FATHER OF RADIO 


Story of the Gifted! Italian's 


Work In Development of Air 


Communication. 


While experiments along the line 


of radio really started as far back as 
1827 and hundreds of scientists were 
interested in solving the problems in- 
volved for many years, It was not un- 
til 1896 when Senatore Guglielmo 
Marconi took out his first patent that 
the mastery of air communication got 
its Brst great Impetus. His life his- 
tory is to all practical Intents the his- 
tory of'radlo communication. 


Senatore Guglielmo Marconi, G. C. 


•V. O, L. L. D., D-Se. M. I. E. E., was 
born in Bologna, Italy, April 25, 1874. 
His mother was Irish, while his father 
was of a family whose mechanical 
ability was marked. 
After an edu- 


cation at Leghorn and iiolognn, the 
young man interested himself in the 
problem of wireless telegraphy, start- 
ing his research in 1895. 
He went to 


England and Jn 1896 took out the first 
patent ever granted for a practical 
system of tvireless telegraphy, by the 
use of electric waves. His early ex- 
periments in England were made at 
Westbourne Park. Shortly afterward 
Marconi saw, W. H. Preece and

of the Christian church. "The atroc- 
ities of the Congo and the Amazon 
and the encroachment of the white 
race powers upon the Far East un- 
til finally checked by the rising mili- 
tary and naval power of Japan will 
serve, to make this clear," he con- 
tinued. V'Ov'er all of black man's 
land-, except for Liberia and Abys- 
sinia, and over all of red map's 
land from the A'rctlc to Cape Horn; 
there .floats the white man's flags, 
while Asia, excepting' China and Jai- 
pan,- te? subject to white rule. This 
supremacy . has 
been 
achieved 


through violating truces and broken 
treaties.

"I agree witn L/>throp Stoddard 


at one point; that if a race war 
comes, it "Will bring about a union 
of all colored races 
against 
the 


white, a combination in which the 
white will find itself outnumbered 
four or five to one. This is the day 
of the white man's salvation. With- 
in a generation or a century at most 
he must recognize that his period of 
exploitation of other races is over, 
and he must learn how to co-operate 
across racial lines in promoting hu- 
man progress and in building a more 
ethical civilization. 


Humanity Reorganized. 


'The

group in the past has been the na- 
tion, but for several decades hu- 
manity has 
been 
undergoing re- 


organization along lines of econom- 
ic, cultural 
and 
racial 
cleavage 


which in no way respect political 
boundaries. We may expect that na- 
tionalism will play an ever dwind- 
ling role and that the coming strug- 
gles will follow these new lines of 
cleavage." 


"Economic society has long been 


international at the lop and labor 
is becoming more and more inter- 
nationally class conscious. It will 
no longer avail to shout national- 
ism and appeal to patriotism and 
•wave old flags before men Who ob- 
serve that the controlling econom- 
ic classes rally to no standard but 
the dollar sign; that for example, 
no considerations of patriotism in 
the upper strata of society will pre- 
vent transfer of merchant ships to 
the flag which promises the great- 
est subsidy, the most inhuman work- 
ing conditions and the largest divi- 
dents." 
In conclusion, Prof. Jensen said, 


"our national security demands that 
w« shall resolve colfict into co-oper- 
ation, economically, Culturally and 
racially. The fine art of human 
living together has no greater foes 
•than" Ignorance and discourtesy;": .

•How the game originated is not 


known, but it has been played since 
ancient times, and still is reserved 
largely for 
young 
noblemen, and 


officers of the military staff, who 
are practically the only • ones able 
to acquire an equestrain standard 
Mgh enough to make the sport ex- 
citing. 


The contest is held on a regula- 


tion course 60 to 20 yards, boarded 
up at one end of a .high fence. In 
the middle of the field is a small 
pocket into which the balls have to 
be thrown. On either side of this 
pocket are 
movable discs, which 


mark the score by being moved up 
and down. The last two dies arc 
marked with a cross, and it is not 
until one of these has disappeared 
that the game is decided. 


A number of red.and white balls, 


one of each crossed to correspond 
with the discs, are thrown in be- 
fore the game begins. Then the 
players, eight in red and eight in 
.'li, all dressed in T?;d style na- 


tive costumes, with saddles and ac-

Grub Ball in Net. 


Each player carries a short, bam- 


boo wand with a small net attached 
to the end, and his object is to 
stoop and capture a ball in this net 
corresponding to the color of his 
team. He then rides furiously to- 
ward the goal, where he attempts 
to pitch the ball Into the cup from 
the net. 
During the throwing ,of the first 


three or four balls there is no ser- 
ious opposition on either side, but 
when they have ibeen thinned out 
somewhat and one side finds itself 
losing ground, the battle becomes 
fast and furious. The losing side 
'begins riding and dashing at its 
opponents from all sides, cutting in 
front, 
circling 
from" behind and

balls, by which the game is decided. 
There the horsemanship and skjll 
of the players is deevloped to the 
fullest and it is described as no,, 
mean feat to secure and carry a 
ball in a little net through a crowd 
of skilled players, yelling, galloping 
and interfering with all their ener- 
gy. Even when the ball is safely 
in the net and the goal is reached, 
the last 
shot 
made 
with 
eight 
men all,dashing forward, straining 
every muscle to prevent it going in- 
to the 
cu>p. When one side 
has 


scored, the game is called and the 
players ride from the field, saluting 
thfe dignitaries.
